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What Oregon Requires 


Oregon‘s Dept. of Education states requirements for 
kindergarten training thus: “To be eligible for a one-year 
kindergarten certificate, the applicant must be eligible 
for or hold a regular elementary school certificate and 
have as part of the preparation on which such certificate 
is based, or in addition to it, 30 quarter hours of special 
training in kindergarten fields—provided that 6 of the 
30 hours shall be in practice teaching.” 


There are no provisions for granting emergency certifi- 
cates to kindergarten teachers. 


What ©.C.E. Offers 


(1) Minimum program: 


Since many of the courses required for regular gradu- 
ation are also required for kindergarten teachers, a stu- 
dent may qualify for a Kindergarten Certificate by com- 
pleting the regular three-year curriculum, inclusive of

(2) Recommended program: 


Students who wish to make a career of kindergarten 
teaching should adequately prepare themselves by 
earning a bachelor’s degree. The program recommended 
for kindergarten-primary specialization is the four-year 
curriculum, including the courses listed above, and 10 
hours of kindergarten electives chosen under guidance.
